This  took  place  as  a  consequence  of  attempts  to  escape, 
•hen  the  men  were  caught,  led  through  various  camps  with 
wooden  boards  around  their  neck,  after  having  passed  a  night 
J  tied  up  near  the  Jap. office.

There  were  also  t^o  Europeans  who  were  executed  the 
!  3amc  day  in  the  6th  Battalion  for  leaving  the  camp  during 
the  nights. 

During  the  execution  of  the  six  native  soldiers  I  and 
many  officers  with  me,  wore  in  cur  barracks,  where  we 
distinctly  h<  ard  the  sheeting.  Afterwards  I  went  outside 
and  to  the  place  cf  execution.  On  my  way  I  net  an  extremely 

•  nervous  man,  calling  for  a  doctor.  I  mado  nyself  known  as 
such,  whereupon  ho  told  that  the  Jap.  had  a3ked  for  a  doctor, 
because  one  of  the  victims  cculd  not  be  killed.  He  had 
already  had  many  shots  (I  think  13) •  I  went  there  and  found 

•  two  bodies,  one  dead  and  the  cth  r  dying.  The  Jap. (a  subaltern 
i  officer) ,  with  a  silvery  set  cf  upper  teeth,  gave  two  more 

■  shots  in  my  presence  from  a  Dutch  service  revolver,  both 

•  through  the  head.  This  non-commissioned  officer  apparently  ras 
I  embarrassed  with  the  whole  thing  and  in  nervous  condition. 

i  After  having  fired  the  two  shots  he  went  away.  I  continued 
1  tc  observe  the  condemned  and  he  continued  to  groan.  As  I 
!  knew  that  the  man  cculd  expect  immediate  burial,  or  at  loast 
t  cculd  assume  this  with  practical  certainty,  I  called  back 

•  the  Japanese  and  indicated  the  plrcc  of  the  heart,  which  had 

•  net  yet  been  transfixed  by  a  shot,  ’’’hereupon  ho  aimed  a  last 
shot  at  it,  which  was  sufficient.  The  very  careless  and 

!  indifferent  manner  in  which  the  Jap. non-commissioned  officer 
1  aimed  at  the  head  of  the  almost  lifeless  man,  made  a 
distinctly  nauseating  impression  cn  me.  It  looked  as  if  he 
j  v/as  popping  at  a  bag  of  flour,  instead  of  at  a  human  being 
in  his  last  struggle. 

As  I  heard,  the  two  Europeans  who,  during  the  execution, 

1  in  our  camp  cf  the  six  men,  were  put  in  the  front  rev/,  not 
!  blindfolded,  amongst  the  spectators,  wore  shot  that  same  day 
j  in  the  6th  Battalion,  in  spite  of  the  petition  for  mercy 
from  their  ’Jives.  If  I  remember  well  one  had  six  children, 
the  other  2.  The-  face  of  one  of  the  two  men  was  swollen  as 
a  result  of  blows  received.  For  the  six  others  also  an 
j  official  petition  for  mercy  had  been  presented,  which  was  not 
.  granted.
